Ryerson Press falls in 
another US take-over 



TORONTO (CUP) American con- 
trol of the Canadian school room 
will beconce even greater in the 
- liture with the announcement to- 
day of the sale of Ryerson Press 
to the Canadian subsidiary of 
McGraw - mil of New Yorlc- 

The ssle of Ryerson, a major 
text booic publisher for Canadian 
schools, comes ô just five weeks 
after the aimouncemait oi the 
sale of WJ. Gage Ltd., Cana- 
dian textbook publishers based in 
Toronto to a Chicago company. 

R}irson Press which has been 
owned by the United Church of 
Canada, and which was founded 
140 '. years ago by ' the Methodist 
Church, publishes elementary and 
high school textbooks used across 
the C0unt^,--as well as paper 
back books and the United Church 
Observer. 

The cost of taking ov(r the Ca- 
nadian publishing house by the 
giant U^. company has not yet 
been announced. 

According to published reports, 
Maclean-Hunter Ltd. of Toronto 
. made an earlier offer of over 
11,000,000 to purchase the Grm. 

AFFixntly, Ryerson is losing 
money quite rapidly - more than 
1500,000 over the past three 
years according to a spokesman 
forthe United Church. 

When the Gage Company was 
purchased, the Trudeau govern-

The Student-Faculty Commit- 
tee of the economics department . 
was criticized for the slowness of 
its' deliberations at Friday's 
meeting, during which the Com- 
mittee presented a progress re- 
port to the faculty. 

Faculty mcml €is expressed 
dissatisfaction at the. Committee's 
inability, to report progress "on 
area! of agreement". The general 
consensus seemed to be that the 
Committee should attempt to meet 
nrore often so as to be able to 
have something significant to re- 
port by the end of November. 

The Committee has met .three 
times since ^ .-,Oct.^i; ,20,^but^c.bnly, 
.underpressuréirointHéstvidàits.' : 

The Conunittee also heard a 
^brief presented by Keith Brewer, 
a PhD Student. He made two sug- 
gestions which he felt would re- 
sult in students learning more 
economics,, spending fewer years 
at the university, and bdng "more 
accomplished and motivated eco- 
nomists" when they gradut ted. 

His lirst proposal was that lec- 
turers distribute 7(K80^pages of 
Xeroxed notes to their^stutoits at. 
' the beginning of every ' academic 
year. These notes would be out- 
lines of lectures "covering main 
points of analysis, conflicting 
views in the profession, and the 
professor's own interpretation of 
relevant problems". 

Brewer pointed out that this 
system would have four advan- 
tages: thé professor's task would 



become easier'; students would 
have something more concrete 
than "hastily taliien and incoherent 
Iectûrie^notes":-to rely upon for 
their comprehoision * of the , sub: 
ject; the professor's lecture notes- 
would serve as "a basis for ap- 
praisal.. .by both students and 
faculty"; and professors would be 
able "to make suggestions to each 
other on the content of their cour- 
ses", and thus relate them to 
each other. 

His second suggestion referred 
to the need for student participa- 
tion in decision-making processes 
of the department. Althou^ un- 
willing to takE'f positive stand on 
sTudent demands for the ri^t to 
vote, Brewer opreised himself 
in favour pf/{a mechanism|WUch| 
takes serious libte'of the'stt<lents*- 
opinions". 

"Whether faculty likes it or not 
there is incompetence in some 
form or other in the department," 
. he told the Conunittee. "Students 
should have some means wherdiy 
they can express their feeling on 
this sort of matter." 

Professor Irving Brecher ex- 
pressed agreement with Brewer's 
basic thesis that students should 
be ^veti "a formal voice on all 
committees". . 

The economics department's 
present promotion and tenure pol- 
icies came under specific attack 
in Brewer's brief. He said he saw 
no reason why a professor should 
be assured of a "safe job" after 
acquiring tenure. ' /

ed that there was "a Gghting 
chance" that Laporte would be 
recovered alive. 

. Jt was this point that Prime- 
Miiiister Trudeau, stepped in and 
Invoked the War Measures Act. 

This allowed police and army 
forces to sweep Montreal and 
Quebec arresting suspected terro- 
lisls. Paul Rose's name was 
among the 400 persons on a pre- 
pared list of those to be arrest- 
ed; 

Late Saturday the FLQ phon- 
ed to say where Laporte's body 
could be found. As soon as it 
was confirmed that the corpse 



was indeed Laporte's, the police 
released pictures of three sus- 
pects. . 

"One was Rose, 27, sometime 
school teacher with a long histo- 
ry of hippie, revolutionary and 
siparatist activities in his Ole", 
the Star says. "Another was 
Marc Carbonneau, 37, a cab-driv- 
ing FXQ member. The official 
release was unclear, but Car- 
bonneau was wanted only for the 
kidnapping of James Cross. 

"Also listed as wanted - and 
still a man of some mystery 
was Jacques Lanctot, 25, who had 
been fingered by the RCMP from 
first as a man with a great deal 
of knov ledge of the Laporte kid- 
napping."- ■;

The issues involved in the mid- 
term congressional and state 
elections in the United States on 
Tuesday fall Into two categories- 
the real and the symptomatic.

These ' 
issues manifest themselves in the 
form of increasing social con- 
flicts, . apparent lavriessness 
among youth and the blacks and 
rishig crime rates generally.

One of the most se- 
rious signs of weakness was the 
paltry one percent rise in sales. *

hi^er standard of living for all 
of humanity-higher than has 
heretofore been experienced by 
any humians^âDd,cn|à^«mt^^ 
ly sustaiîiâble'^iîad^wâië^eni 
ing all of humanity to enjoy the 
whole of planet earth without 
any individual pronting at the 
expense of another and without 
interference with one another, 
while arresting pollutions and 
conserving the wild resources 
and antiquities."

The structure, built 
here at McGill by 6 architects 
with 180 broomsticks, gives 
more strength and performance 
per weight and volume than 99 
percent of all structures being 
built on earth today. 

On a level where the World 
Game can be of immediate ap- 
plication and help is in stopping 
the duplication of efforts, re- 
sources, and work. One example 
of this was given by Heniy E. 
Stnib, Buckminster Fuller's re- 
presentative in Canada, at a 
speech at McGill recently. 
- "NASA has literally hundreds 
of space laboratories v^iich can, 
and do, record how polluted the 
St. Lawrence' River is, how many 
cows à farmer has on his farm, 
the temperature of these cows 
relative to the earth, and how 
long a furrow the farmer plow- 
ed," he noted. Most of this in- 
formation is in the public domain.

The Worid Ga- 
me could assemble all this in- 
formation, and other facts relat- 
ing to it, and set up a central 
data bank. 

Strtb also mentioned "once we 
see that it is possible to run the 
Earth on a World Game Con- 
cept, the need for government 
would fall away!'. As FulUr 
said in a speech at the Univer- 
sity of Southern Illinois in 1967: 
"Take from all of today's in- 
dustrial nations all their indus- 
trial machinery and all thdr 
energy-distributing networks, 
and leave them all tlieir ideolo- 
gies, all their political leaders, 
and all their political organiza- 
tions and I can tell you that within 
six months two billion people 
will die of starvation, having 
gone throu^ great pain and de- 
privation along the way." 

"However, if we leave those 
nations thdr industrial machi- 
nery and thdr energy-distribu- 
tion -networks and' leave them 
also all the people who have rou- 



tine jobs operating the indus- 
trial machinery and distribut- 
ing its products, and we take away 
from all the industrial nations 
all thdr ideolo^es and all the 
politicians and political machine 
wonders, people would keep right 
on eating. Possibly getting on 
' a little better than before." 

"The fact is that now - for the 
first time in the history of man- 
for the last ten years all the po- 
litical theories and all the con- 
cepts of political functions, in 
any other than secondary roles 
as housekeeping organizations, 
are completdy obsolete. All of 
them were developed on the you- 
or-me basis. This whole reali- 
zation that mankind can and may 
be comprehensivdy successful 
is startling," Strub commented. 

Another is to have this data 
available for 'free' use of inte- 
rested students and -other people 
who might wish to make use of it, 
thereby further devdoping one of 
the prime tenets of the Game: 
"The World Game is one in 
which everyone vnns."
